REASSURANCE NOT NEEDED 


Washington has issued an official 
denial of a report that thousands of 
Canadians who had entered the United 
States in contravention of the immigra- 
tion laws were to be rounded up and 
sent home. If this is intended as reas- 
surance to Canada it was not needed, 
for two reasons. One is that the Unit- 
ed States has never acted in that way. 
The other is that Canada would not ob- 
ject if a few thousands of its vagrant 
children who have strayed across the 
border were encouraged to emulate the 
historic example of the prodigal son. 


DIRECT CONTROL 


Protests are being made that adver- 
tisements are still being run in British 
papers inviting people to come to Can- 
ada. It was announced during the re- 
cent sessjon of parliament that the rail- 
roads and any other interested parties 
had been requested to stop this kind of 
publicity. The incident is another proof 
that the Dominion Government will in 
future have to keep a tighter rein than 
in the past on all agencies which oper- 
ate oversea to induce immigration. It is 
a ridiculous situation that, while Gov- 
ernment and public are declaring that 
immigration should be suspended for 
the time, advertisements should be in- 
serted in English papers urging people 
to migrate to the Dominion. 


REAL CONSERVATION 


The Canadian Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation proposes that a state health in- 
surance system be established in Can- 
ada. The proposal is backed by the 
statement that Canadians lose $300,- 
000,000 worth of time every year 
through sickness which could be pre- 
veuted. Canada is a healthy country. 
It is also a wealthy country. But no 
country is rich enough to stand a sick- 
ness tax amounting to $30 per head of 
its population every year if that can be 
avoided, to say nothing of the inevitable 
loss of life that is involved. 

The greatest resource of any coun- 
try is the fitness of its people. In draw- 
ing attention to one practical way of 
conserving this the Association is mak- 
ing a real contribution to the welfare of 
the Canadian people, as individuals and 
as a nation. 


CANADA AND POWER 


Canada is to be represented at a world 
power conference in Berlin at the mid- 
dle of the present month. No country 
has better right to be represented 
where power, its development and uses, 
are being discussed, nor has any country 
more to gain from the interchange of 
ideas and information on that subject. 
Canada is endowed with water-power 
almost beyond computation, only a frac- 
tion of which has been harnessed as yet. 
And in both ends of the Dominion we 
have coal resources, and in Alberta gas 
resources also, which make it a stand- 
ing question whether water power-pro- 
duction is cheaper than steam produc- 
tion. 


Thanks largely to these splendid en-, 


dowments, Canada already ranks sev- 
enth among the manufacturing coun- 
tries in the world, while our industrial 
output per head of population equals 
that of the United States and Germany 
combined. Where power production 
and use is being studied, it is important 
that Canadian power-men be present. If 
they may learn something, they can also 
offer some authoritative advice on that 
subject. 


ENCOURAGE THE EXPERTS 


At their convention in Toronto the 
Shriners will distribute five thousand

MILK IS A NATURAL FOOD FOR BABIES 


If there is such a thing as a natural food, milk, no doubt, comes under 


this category, as it is the only food distinctly provided by nature as a food 
for animals. After about the age of two, however, it is not a complete 


food, as it lacks tron:

In babies, this lack of irom in milk is provided for 
by a large quantity of iron bemg stored in the liver 
and other tissues. 

When mother’s milk is not available for the baby, 
the best substitute seems tp be cow's milk or goat's 
milk. The human race has been using animal milk 
for about the last 12,000 years so that it has proven 
it’s value as a useful food. 

When using milk, you have your choice of either 
the raw certified milk or the pasteurized. When raw 
milk is used it should only be from cows that have 
passed a health inspection. If there is any doubt 
about the health of the cows or the cleanliness in 


handling of the milk, it should be pasteurized. Pasteurized milk does not 


have as much food value as milk in the raw state because 


the 


Which it undergoes destroys some of the vitamins, especially vitamtin C. 
However, this deficiency can be made up if, in addition to the milk, fresh 


fruit juices or other foods contain- + 


ing vitamin C are used. 

Pacteurizing milk is mo doubt the 
best plan for large communities be- { 
cause of the necessity for so much 
handling and transportation. While 
pasteurizing cannot make the milk | 
clean, it does give an element of | 
safety in the use of milk so treated. | 
This is much more important in 
summer than in winter, as the heat 
of the summer months encourages a 
greater growth of bacteria. It has 
been said that no disease epidemic 
has ever been traced to pasteurized 
milk, but many epidemics have been 
traced to raw milk which has been 
produted under unclean conditions 
Por this reason it is probably the 
safest plan for the average family 
to depend upon pasteurized milk un- | 
less they are able to buy certified 
inspected raw milk which is usually | 
more expensive 

Milk requires about the same | 
length of time to digest as any 
other protein. However, when mixed | 
with any other proteins digestion 
is delayed in the stomach and for 
this reason it is much better to use 
milk alone or in combination with 
some of the acid fruits. Digestion 
takes place far easier if the acid — 
fruits are combined with the milk, | 
as this combination produces small 
curds which the digestive juices 
can penetrate more easily. | 

Milk is a real food and for this 
reason it should not be taken he- 
tween meals. One may make an en- 
tire meal of milk, using as much 
as desired. and adding some acid 
fruit or some of the non-starchy 
vegetables. such as spinach or string | 
beans. The milk diet is often of 


great value for those who are suf- 


fering from some form of gastro- «| 
intestinal disturbance. An _ exclu- 
sive milk diet is probably the best |

And then we come to the conclu- 
sioh that we are troubled with self- 
consciousness and look about for a 
set of rules to avoid these embaras- 
sing feelin The search is vain. 
But the effort to control undesir- 
able varieties of the feelings. to pre- 
vent too much concern about it and 
so avoid a consciousness complox— 
that is a proper and possible pro- 
ram. Yet each must work it out 
terms of the actual relations that 
provoke the tendency. The victim 
of a consciousness complex has per- 
mitted a tendency, which in a mea- 
sure he will never lose, grow to 
such proportions as to hamper his 
expressions. Nine out of ten who 
complain of such symptoms are 
oung persons, of both sexes, who 
tind the tendency peculiarly dis- 
turbing as they face the complex 
situctions of maturity; of the sex 
relation notably, So the only set of 
rules would be directions for tracing 
the symptom to its most common 
causes and cultivating the controls 
by the type of effort called rag 
line.

“She fell into a wild rage, drew a knife and feigned to commit suicide 
It was Lady Caroline Lamb who 


courted Lord Byron, and not Lord 
Byron who courted Lady Caroline. 

Young, clever, fashionable and 
beautiful, it was her method to ob- 
tain whatever she wished. Byron 
added to his fame as a poet a daz- 
zling, romantic beauty of person. 
She fell so desperately in love with 
him that she openly disiained her 
husband, Wiliam Lamb, Lord Mel- 
bourne. 

Byron was only twenty-three. He 
would not have been human if he 
had not been flatered by the atten- 
tions of this flower of society who 
fairly threw herself at him. He 
returned her love 

But his pession did not equal 
hers. Besides he was beset by the 
tender regard of many women. The 
affair was destined to a tragic end. 

Lady Caroline was absurdly jeal- 
ous. She took to following him 
everywhere, disguising herself some- 
times in the costume of a page, 
sometimes in another, Her roman- 
ticism led her to frequent quarrels 
in which she fancied herself the 
abused heroine 

Byron, tiring of these emotional 
tempests, sought to bring her back 
to @ sense of reason and duty.
